Sweden is Europe’s great timber 
field. Russia has larger forests, but 
they are much less accessible than 
those of Sweden, which are usually 
near rivers or the coast. 

So great is the dexterity of the

MISSION FRUSTRATED, 


Diplomats Think That Germany’s 
Action Has Blasted Kruger’s Hopes, 


Boer Leader Further Snubbed 
by Heads of States. 


* 


Government's Attitude Generally Condemned 
by a Large Portion of the Nation. 


Berlin, Dec. 4.—A profound impression 
bas been created throughout Germany 
by the government’s curt and decisive 
intimation that Emperor William would 
not be able to receive Mr. Kruger. What 
may be called the anti-British section of 
the press does not conceal Its annoyance, 
and the moderate Anglophobe organs 
with difficulty repress the utterances of 
cisappointment. 

The inspired journals declare that it 
was Gertnany’s desire to Intimate defi- 
nitely that Mr. Kruger’s visit would 
not be welcome, and, therefore, the fact 
that he omitted to comply with the strict 
etiquette of the German court and de- 
ferred asking Emperor William for. an 
audience until he had reached the Belgo- 
German frontier, was eagerly seizedasa 
reason for denying him such an au- 
dience. 

Mr. Kruger’s reception at Cologne was 
exceedingly enthusiastic so far as the 
citizens were concerned. They had 
planned a torchlight procession and sere- 
nade, but the police forbade both. 

His dispatches to Chancellor Von Bue- 
low and to the heads of the German 
states were left unanswered. There is 
ro doubt that, as late as Saturday, for- 
eign office officials contemplated that 
Mr. Kruger would be received in Berlin 
today. Emperor William and Count 
Von Buelow must have reconsidered the 
original plans. It is suggested that, as 
Mr. Kruger's intention to come to Berlin 
was mooted while in France, the kaiser 
and his advisers may have suspected a 
trap. 

Herr Von Tschirschky, German min- 
ister to Luxembourg, under Emperor 
William’s instructions, personally 
thanked Mr. Kruger for the telegram to 
the kaiser, and Mr. Kruger, when thank- 
ing the envoy, said: “I invoke God's 
blessing upon that august personage.” 

Diplomatises generally regard Mr. 
Kruger’s mission as frustrated, and con- 
sider Germany's action of great political 
importance, as denoting a new era in the 
relations between Germany and Great 

3ritain. 

On the other hand, the government's 
attitude Is certainly condemned by a 
large portion of the nation, and there can 
be no question that a vast majority of 
the representative journals throughout 
the empire remain pro-Kruger. On 
Sunday even the court preacher, Dr. 
Kritinger, in the new cathedral, de- 
livered a discourse filled with sentiments 
, favoring the Boer cause and 
Mr. Kruger, concluding as 


ulo 
follows: 

“Merciful God, be to him and to his 
people a savior and helper in their time 
of need." 

Herr Von Lildenburck, the poet, who {fs 
a favorite of Emperor William, welcomes 
Mr. Kruger to the sympathies of the 
German people in an ode, w hich ends: 

“Lord God, answer his prayer.’ 

The Vossische Zeitung, the Kreuz 
Zeitung, the Berliner Tageblatt, the 


Lokal Anzeiger, the Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung, the National Zeitung and the 
Cologne Volks Zeitung express. senti- 


ments storngly favorable to Mr. Kru- 
ger, and their example is followed by 
papers of all political sections. 

“It is probable,” says a special dis- 
patch from Cologne, “that Mr. Kruger 
will meet Emperor Nicholas at Nice or 
Mentone, where the czar’s physicians 
have advised him to go for his conveles- 
cence.” 

“In response to a confidential inquiry 
as to whether Mr. Kruger would be wel- 
comed here,” says a Vienna dispatch, “a 
polite reply was returned to the effect 
that Emperor Francis Joseph had made 
other arrangements for the next few 
weeks.” 


Chivalry Takes a Back Seat. 

Paris, Dec. 4.—Emperor William’s tele- 
gram to Mr. Kruger, refusing to receive 
him, continues to be the chief subject 
of comment in the French press. The 
afternoon newspapers strike a note of 
sadness. They say they see in his ma- 
jesty’s action the shattering of his repu- 
tation forchivalry. The Tempsand The 
Journal Des Debats explain Emperor 
William's message by an Anglo-German 
understanding on African questions. 


Claims Like y ‘o Be Paid. 

Washington, Dec. 4.—The officials of 
the state department decline to make 
any statement for publication relative 
to the announcement from Constanti- 
nople that the Turkish government had 
arranged to pay the American mission 
claims under cover of acontract with the 
Cramps for a warship. Nevertheless, 
there is reason to belleve that the re- 
port is well founded, and that the claims 
are in a fair way to be paid.

FIVE SHOTS WERE FIRED. 


Two Took Effect Cver John Cromwell’s Heart 
and Caused His Death. 

Wakefield, Mass., Dec. 4.—A number of 
sharp pistol shots in quick succession, 
about 9 o'clock last night, sent the wife 
of John Crowell fiying into the barn, 
where she was horror-stricken to find 
her husband writhing on the floor, and 
moaning: “He has gone, and my 
pocketbook with him.” Fifteen minutes 
later Mr. Crowell died from the effects 
of two bullet wounds over the heart. 

Mr. Crowell until recently was engaged 
in the coffee and tea trade, but sold out 
his business, and for some days has 
carried his money on his person. 

He left the house about 9 o'clock last 
night to look after his horse and lock 
the barn. A few minutes after, Mrs. 
Crowell heard a number of shots, and 
rushed out tothe barn. Speaking later 
she said that she must have reached the 
barn within a minute after the shots 
were fired, yet not a sign of any per- 
son did she see. 

She found her husband on the barn 
floor, moaning and muttering undistin- 
guishable sentences about someone 
shooting him, but all she could catch was 
that the person had gone and taken the 
pocketbook. Mrs. Crowell realized at 
once that her husband had been shot and 
shrieked for help. 

Mr. Crowell was unconscious when she 


returned with two neighbors, who had | 


answered her cries, and svon after he ex- 
pired. 

A search was immediately made of the 
premises, and the first thing discovered 
was a seven-chambered revolver, with 
five empty shells, Later an empty 
whisky bottle was discovered in the 
yard, but Mr. Crowel! was known to be 
a teetotaler. 

Medical Examiner Jack made a post 
mortem examination, finding two bullet 
wounds over the heart, while a third 
bullet was found in the man's clothing, 
and a fourthin the barndoor. No trace 
of the fifth bullet could be found. 

As far as known, Mr. Crowell had no 
enemies, and the police scout the suicide 
theory, believing that some person or 
persons laid in wait for him and shot 
him down in cold blood, escaping im- 
mediately afterwards with the pocket- 
book. . 


Boutelle May Go on the Retired List. 

Washington, Dec. 4.—The Post says: 
A plan is in contemplation to place 
Nepreseniative Charles A. Boutelle of 
Maine on the retired list of the navy, 
after which he would resign his seat in 
the house of representatives. A bill to 
accomplished this has already been pre- 
pared. It will propose that he be placed 
on the retired list with the rank of cap- 
tain, in view of conspicuous service which 
he rendered as a volunteer officer of the 
navy during the Civil war. 


A Fiendish Crime. 


Dallas, Dee. 4.—John Baines was 


found yesterday in a saloon screaming | 


with agony and allonfire. Hisclothing 
has been saturated with turpentine and 
ignited. He lived an hour, perfectly 
conscious, and made a statement on the 
strength of which John Chapman and 
Ed Faulkner, saloon keepers, were ar- 
rested, charged with causing Baines’ 
death. It is said that they were look- 
ing on calmly while the man roasted. No 
motive is known for the crime, 


Proparty Owners G ven Warning. 

New York, Dec. 4.—Assistant District 
Attorney Hennessey yesterday sent 
85 notifications to various owners of East 
Side property, stating that buildings 
leased by them to the present holders 
had been complained of as disorderly and 
immoral resorts, but that the district at- 
torney’s office wishes to give the owner 
a chance to set things right before be- 
ginning legal proceedings. 

Satisfactory Outcome Considered Doubtful. 

Pekin, Dec. 4.—All the foreign envoys 
have now heard from their governments 
regarding the joint note to the Chinese 
plenipotentaries, and a meeting will be 
held tomorrow. The envoys are not 
communicative, but enough is known 
with reference to the objections of dif- 
ferent governments to make it seem 
doubtful that the meeting will have a 
satsifactory conclusion. 


Alleged Robber In Custody. 

New York, Dec. 4.—Max Pearlman was 
arraigned in police court here yesterday 
and held to await requisition papers from 
Boston, where, it is alleged, the prisoner 
robbed Thomas Beck, a broker, of $8800, 
The police say that Pearlman also robbed 
a jewelry store in Boston, and secured 
$2300 in cash and jewelry. 


Want Twe've Dollars a Week. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 4.—Six hundred 
members of the Pressmen's union, con- 
trolling the work in 76 job printing offices 
in this city, went on strike yesterday. 
They demand a uniform rate of pay of 
$12 a week. The men say they will re- 
main out until all the employers make 
the same concession. 


D.w:y Arch Won’t Be Perpe uated. 

New York, Dec. 4.—By a vote of 10 to 
3, the executive committee of the citizens 
committee for perpetuating the naval 
arch, or Dewey arch, as it was originally 
called, yesterday decided to disband. 
The abandonment of the plan is due to 
the lack of interest displayed by the pub- 
lic. 


Cut In Shoe Stitchers’ Wages. 

Brookfield, Mass., Dec. 4.—Twenty em- 
ployes in the stitching department of 
the C. H. Moulton Shove company were 
cut in wages yesterday. The cut 
amounts to from 25 percent to 33 percent, 
All but one of the help stayed at work, 
but not without some grumbling.

BRITISH COMMENT ON THE MESSAGE. 


Policy to Be Pursued in China Proves to Be 
the Main Feature of Interest. 

London, Dec. 4.—Comment upon Presi- 
dent McKinley’s message to congress Is 
chiefly devoted to the reference to Amer- 
ica’s Chinese policy. The Daily Graphic 
says: “The policy of the United States 
regarding China is not heroic, but it is 
certainly practical, and there is ample 
reason to believe that it will prevail.” 

The Timessays: “The message makes 
it clear that on the vital point of insist- 
ing upon punishment for the outrages 
Mr. McKinley remains firm. We are 
glad to see that on the subject of guaran- 
tees for Christian converts the president 
makes a new proposal in advance of any 
put forward elsewhere. In regard to 
the indemnity question he is in agree- 
ment with some of the best opinion in 
England.” The Times editorially 
concludes with the expression of a hope 
that Mr. McKinley’s second term may 
be marked by a “satisfactory settlement 
of all outstanding questions between 
Great Britain and America.” 

The Daily News says: “The message 
contains nothing new and nothing very 
illuminating on matters that are old. 
It will be very closely scanned for its 
reference to China. It looks as though 
the American formula were that the 
powers are to specify the culprits and 
the Chinese government is to specify 
the punishment. On such terms a 
speedy settlement would undoubtedly be 


possible, but would it be effective or 
durable?" 
The Standard remarks: “The ex- 


cessive anxiety to re-establish trade with 
China is, perhaps, the real explanation 
of some points that have not seemed 
satisfactory in the recent policy of the 
United States.” In the opinion of the 
Standard the Washington government 
has “acted as a drag on European dip- 
lomacy.” 


The Other Side of It. 

West Point, Dec. 4—The report that 
Oscar L. HKooz is dying at his home in 
Bristol, Pa., from injuries attributed to 
hazing while he was a cadet at West 
Point, has brought out a statement from 
Superintendent Mills of the military 
academy, in which he says that the rea- 
son given for Booz’s resignation was 
weak eyes, and the real reason for the 
stories of alleged ill-treatment arise from 
statements he has made in endeavoring 
to explain to his friends why he left the 


academy. He made no complaint of 
ill-treatinent. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 4.—Oscar L. Boog 
died yesterday in great agony. The 


cause of death was throat consumption 
It is alleged by the young mans father 
that tobacco sauce was poured down 
his son's throat while the cadets were 
hazing him. 


Devoured by a Panthcr. 

Cartwright, Wis., Dec. 4.--An 8-year- 
old daughter of C. F. Rieler, a farmer 
living about 16 miles from here in the 
Madbrook settlement, was carried away 
by a huge panther and devoured. ‘The 
girl was walking in the road near the 
farm when the beast sprang from the 
woods and taking the girl in his great 
jaws, carried her into a swamp, where 
she was torn limb fromlimb. Thecom- 
munity has organized a panther hunt, 
and the farmers will not lay aside their 
guns until the brutes shall be extermi- 
nated. Since they started out a panther 
measuring 10 feet from tip to tip has 
been shot, and two other large ones have 
been seen. 


Separate Coaches For Blacks. 

Washington, Dec. 4.—The Kentucky 
State law requiring railroad companies 
in that state to provide separate coaches 
for colored passengers was made the 
subject of an opinion in the United States 
supreme court yesterday. The Ken- 
tucky court’s judgment in favor of the 
state was affirmed. Justice Harlan dis- 
sented, taking the position that the Ken- 
tucky legislature has no right to classify 
citizens by color in railroad coaches, 


Bo''er Exp'os on Kills Five Persons, 

Chicago, Dee. 4.—Five railway em- 
ployes were instantly killed and 12 per- 
sons were injured by the explosion of 
a boiler in the power house of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad last 
evening. Several of the injured are 
hurt so badly that they may die. It 
is not known what caused the explosion. 
The property loss to the road will not be 
far from $100,000, 


Scarcity of Cold Storage Eqqs. 

Chicago, Dec. 4.—Eggs scored another 
advance of 1 cent a dozen yesterday, ow- 
ing to ascarcity in the market. Stocks 
of cold storage eggs are now only 150,- 
000 cases. At the present rate of con- 
sumption this is less than two months’ 
supply. 


Susp cts to Be Deported. 

Cape Town, Dec. 4.—Eleven suspects 
arrested at Johannesburg in connection 
with the plot against the life of Lord 
Roberts will be deported, the evidence 
against them not being sufficient to war- 
rant a formal trial. 


Four Years For Stealing Ten Dol‘ars. 
Boston, Dec. 3.—John Penneppo, a 
former clerk at the North End sub-sta- 
tion of the Boston postoffice, was sen- 
tenced to four years in the state prison 
for opening a letter and stealing $10 
therefrom.

AGREEMENT REACHED, 


Envoys Agree With Views Presented 
by the United States, 


Punishment toBe Inflicted by 
Chinese Government. 


Latter to Admit Liability, and Matter to Be 
Left to Future Negotiations. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The foreign min- 
isters at Pekin reached an agreement 
on Tuesday which was submitted to the 
home governments. Secretary Hay 
yesterday cabled Mr. Conger authoriz- 
ing him to sign the agreement on behalf 
of the United States government. 

It is difficult to gather details of the 
understanding at this time. However, 
it is known that in the two important 
issues that were still open, namely, those 
relating to punishment and indeninity, 
the views of the United States govern- 
ment have prevailed. As to the pun- 
ishments they are to be the severest 
that can be inflicted by the Chinese gov- 
ernment. As to indemnity the Chinese 
government is to formally admit its 
liability, and then the matter is to be 
left for future negotiations. It was 
understood that on the other points the 
French proposition has formed the basis 
of the agreement. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Pekin today says: At Tuesday's meet- 
ing of the foreign envoys, the main 
point and most of the argument con- 
cerned the question whether the joint 
note should be considered an ultimatum 
or whether further negotiations should 
be conducted with the Chinese. The 
United States, Russia and Japan fa- 
vored the latter course, and the other 
envoys desired to consult their respec- 
tive home governments. 

Japan's representative expressed a 
desire to have the name of the murdered 
Japanese chancellor of the legation, 
Sugiyama, added to that part of the 


note demanding a monument to Paron 
Von Ketteler, and also that a Chinese 
con Ssioner should proceed to Japan 


to make proper representations,

Exp!osion of a Cannon Cracker Caused Inter- 
ruption of a Lecture at Harvard. 
Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 6—An €X- 
plosion, at first thought to have been 
caused by a dynamite bomb, caused 
consuderable excitement for a time 
among the 500 Harvard students who 


had gathered in Sanders theatre yester- | 


day to listen to Professor Coolidge’s 
lecture upon “Knighthood.” The room 
was filled with clouds of smoke, causing 
no little discomfort to those in at- 
tendance. 

The affair gave rise to all sorts of sen- 
fational rumors, one attributing the ex- 
piosion to an anarchistic plot to destroy 
the building, but as later developments 
proved it was not a bomb that exploded, 
but a cannon cracker, which had been 
placed in the lecture room asa joke upon 
the freshmen attending the course. Be- 
yond slightly splintering the floor, there 
was no damage done. After the smoke 
had cleared away and the excitement 
had subsided, Professor Coolidge pro- 
eeeded with his lecture. 

Last year an attempt was made to 
break up one of Professor Coolidge’s lec- 
tures in history by similar methods, but 
a mistake in setting the alarm clock 
which lighted the fuse brought the ex- 
plosion in the evening at a symphony 
concert. Little damage was done at 
that time. 

The identity of the students who are 
responsible for yesterday's “joke” is not 
known, but the matter will probably 
be rigidly investigated by the faculty.

7.—Such fierce, persona, 
such bitter invective has 
before marked proceed- 
ings at Westminster as that which pre- 
vailed yesterday at the opening of the 
15th parliament of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. Before the lights were out 
{n the ancient chambers almost every 
leading politician had spoken. 

Joseph Chamlerlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, was the centre of the 
storm. The policy of the empire re- 
garding South Africa and China, the ac- 
tion of the government in causing a dis- 
solution of parliament when it did, the 
conduct of the war against the Boers, 
and, in fact, all the questions vitally 
affecting the empire, were gravely dis- 
cussed 
all, was the opposition’s hatred of the 
colonial secretary. From Lord Rose- 
bery’s velled allusions in the house of 
lords, when he assumed what many took 
to be the practical leadership of tha 
Liberal party, to the outspoken comment 
in the house of commons, criticism of 
Mr. Chamberlain permeated almost 
every utterance from the Liberal

‘It is not so," he declared, 
and ied to deny the allegation 
that he had said that any seat lost to 
the government during the recent elec- 
tion was one sold to the Boers. 

He denied that he had ever accused 
Mr. Ellis of being a traitor. He de- 
nied also that he had decried any ac- 
cusations against his own personal in- 
tegrity. He declared that the special 
purpose of the meeting of parliament 
had been forgotten in an attack upon 
himself. Irritated beyond contrel by 
frequent interruptions and disturbances, 
he called one of the Liberals a “cad.” 

The speaker called him to ordar, and 
Mr. Chamberlain withdrew the epithet, 
apologizing for its use. After defend- 
ing the publication of the Ellis corre- 
spondence, he was cut off by the mid- 
night adjournment. 

At a late hour the government laid on 
the table of the house of commons the 
supplementary war estimate. The ut- 
most secrecy is maintained regarding it, 
but reports say that it asks for $65,000,- 
000 for South Africa, and $15,000,000 for

Among the other leading features of 
the opening session, in which the Lib- 
eral benches were so sparsely filled and 
the government's so packed that there 
room for a vast majority, was Mr. Bal- 
four’s announcement that no member 
of the cabinet had ever said that he 
had even dreamed the Boer republics 
would remain permanently under the 
crown colony form of government. 
“That restricted phase of liberty,” de- 
clared Mr. Balfour, “will only be neces- 
sary as a temporary expedient.” 

After expressing in earnest tones the 
hearty desire of the government to co- 
operate with the opposition in doing 
anything to bring about a cessation of 
hostilities, Mr. Balfour said he realized 
deeply the terrible danger of embitter- 
{ng the Dutch in South Africa. In or- 
der to show the difficulties confronting 
the British in distinguishing between 
combatants and non-combatants, he 
read an extract from the United States 
army regulations, showing the severity 
with which persons alternating as com- 
batants and non-combatants were treat- 
ed under the American organization. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s ar- 
raignment of the government was long 
and satirical. Hedeclared that the Lib- 
erals were perfectly agreed that the 
Boer republics should be annexed to 
Great Britain, but said they wanted to 
know definitely what the government 
proposed to do in the future before vot- 
{ing money. All requests for informa- 
tion elicted from Mr. Balfour were noth- 
ing more than generalizations, Sir Henry 
contended, and, therefore, the opposition 
would oppose the progress of the vote in 
supply. 

In the house of lords Lord Salisbury 
paid a tribute to the skill of Rord Rob- 
erts and General Kitchener, and to the 
bravery of the officers and soldiers. In 
regard to South Africa, the premier 
epoke with great solemnity. He said 
the Transvaalers, the Free Staters and 
the world should understand there could 
be no deviation from the policy of the 
government as already outlined. Any- 
thing resembling independence never 
could be granted. The war must pro- 
ceed to the Inevitable issue. 

The feature of the session was Lord 
Rosebery’s spirited attack on the gov- 
ernment. He was unsparing of his 
criticism of the dissolution of parlia- 
ment, the conduct of the war, the policy 
of the government toward China and 
everything. 

He caustically commented on the re- 
construction of the cabinet, congratu- 
lating Lord Salisbury on being the chief 
of a family numbering so many capable 
administrators, the reference being to 
the inclusion in the cabinet of so many 
of Lord Salisbury’s relatives.

RESOLUTIONS OF AFRIKANDERS. 
Independence of Transvaal and Cape Colony 
W I! Secure Peace In South Africa. 

Worcester, Cape Colony, Dee. 7 
About 6000 Dutchmen assembled in the 
open air on the edge of tne town yester- 
day to take part in the Afrikander con- 
gress. Horsemen from a radius of 6t 
miles had been riding in all night. §&. 
C. Cronwright-Schreiner made a speech 
in which he attacked Sir Alfred Milner, 
saying there would be no peace while he 
was governor. 

After a number of violent speeches— 
the speakers, however, repudiating all 
idea of rebellion and keeping within 
stricter limits than had been anticipated 
—three resolutions were carried by ac- 
clamation, and a delegation was ap- 
pointed to submit them to Sir Alfred 
Milner. 

The first resolution demands the ter- 
mination of the war, with its untold 
misery; protests against the devastation 
of the country and the burning of farms, 
which “will leave a lasting heritage of 
bitterness” and declares that the inde- 
pendence of the republics will alone en- 
sure peace in South Africa.” 

The second urges the right of tha 
colony to manage its own affairs and 
censures the policy of Sir Alfred Milner. 

The third pledges the congress to 
“labor in a constitutional way” to attain 
the ends defined in the two preceding 
resolutions, and directs that they be 
sent to Sir Alfred Milner for submission 
to the imperial government. 

The congress, which, it is claimed, rep: 
resented 120,000 Afrikanders, has been 
closed. The Afrikanders are greatly in- 
censed at the posting of guns tn posi- 
tions commanding the meeting place. 
The slopes surrounding the town were 
crowned with artillery, and troops with 
cannon were posted on Gallows hill and 
Prospect hill. °

If the bees are disturbed in any way 
throngh the winter, they are aroused to 
activity and immediately partake of food 
and often become gorged. 

Heavy snow should be allowed to re- 
main about the hives just as it falls, even 
if it covers the hives completely. Bees 
will not suffocate in a snow bank.

winter; neither should they be molested 
nor disturbed in any way except on a 
fine, warm day when they are flying. 
Bees do not require the full sized en- 
trance to the hive for ventilation in win-

HOUSEHOLD HINTS.

Not a half bad trifle to give to a man 
is a stickpin cushion made from two 
brier wood pipes. The pipes are cross- 
ed and tied together with yellow satin 
ribbon. The tiny cushions are made of 
yellow plush, and a loop placed where 
the pipes cross serves to hang the 
whole upon the wall, or it can be so 
made as to stand on the dressing table, 
especially if a third pipe is added, to 
be stuck full of the black headed steel 
pins of various sizes which men like 
for fastening their scarfs at the back 
and such things. If one er two long 
hatpins are added to this collection, 
the man whose meerschaum stem be- 
comes stopped will bless the girl who 
knew what hatpins are really good for. 

Everybody cannot have silver mount- 
ed pincushions, but everybody who 
has a napkin ring can make two blue 
or pink or any other colored vel- 
vet cushions a little larger than the 
ends of the napkin ring, stuffing them 
well, but not too hard to be stickable. 
Sew a piece of stout elastic to the part 
of one cushion where the gathering 
comes, pull the elastic taut through 
the ring, getting some one to pull it out 
for you; it stoutly to the other 
cushion and then let go. The elastic 
will pull the two cushions toward each 
other and hold them so tight that they 
will be firm and shipshape looking. 
From one side of the ring to the other 
fasten a loop of ribbon of the same col- 
or to bang the cushion by, not forget- 
ting what no woman needs to be told— 
to remember to make a perky little 
bow at each point of fastening. 

Another pincushion is just as much 
of a novelty. Take the ordinary round 
satin cushion, the kind with the 

straight sides. Take an ordinary Jap- 
anese doll of a size to look at home on 
the Dress it in chiffon to 
match the cushion, putting on it full 
a sash and voluminous skirt, 
which makes as the children 
say, all aréund it. Sew Mile. Chrysan- 
themum fast to the cushion and then 
tie her black hair all on the top of her 
head with a tiny bow of baby ribbon 
of the same shade. The straight sides 
of the cushion afford the place for the

Another pincushion especially adapt- 
ed to stickpins is an apple shaped trifle 
striped off in eighths like an orange 
with stout embroidery silk. <A _ bias 
strip of velvet—pink, we will say—is 
cut seven inches long and a trifle over 
three in width. It is joined on itself 
first, making a velvet ring; then one 
edge is slightly turned in and gathered 
just as tight as can be, the edges be- 
ing turned in. This little bag is then 


stuffed hard and the upper edge also 
drawn as tight as possible, making a 
funny little flat ball. Through the 


center the sewing silk is strapped over 
the sides and up through the middle, 
over and over, at even distances from 
each other. 

For No. 1 in the jllustration make a 
flat circular cushion of pink satin, 
around it fasten a chain of pearl beads 
and finish with loops and ends of pink 

satin ribbon fastened at the back in 
the form of a bow. 

No. 2 has for a foundation a slender 
rod of wood. Wind one end of the rod 
with wadding and cover with brown 
velvet. Wind the rest with green rib- 
bon and finish with a bow of green rib- 
bon with long, pointed ends. : 

To make .No. 3 wind cream white 
zephyr into a ball, crochet a cover of 
pink knitting silk, gather this at the 


; top of the cushion and finish with a 


bow and loop of pink ribbon. 

No. 4 is a syuare of satin with shell 
design embroidered. upon it, finished 
with narrow ribbon and a rufile of lace 
over a plaiting of satin. 

No. red with an embroidered 
linen handkerchief gathered at the cor- 
ners and finished with ribbon. 

New pincushions are not large, even 
those intended for the ornamental cen- 
ter of x bureau. Some are heart shap- 
ed, some are round, many are embroid- 
ered, and others have ribbon bows. 
One and all, however, have frills of 
lace or silk, or both, gathered on so 
that they stand up instead of falling, 
as frills used to do in the old times. 

A big dark green or red felt cover for 
a card table is not a bad thing to give 
& man by any means. The “square 
green” as well as the “long green” has 
its uses when games of chance are in 
order. Many of these squares have 
groups of white felt cards in each cor- 
ner, on which the various spots have 
been neatly glued. Others content 
themselves with “Never trump your 
partner's ace” or “If it’s worth seeing, 
it’s worth paying for.” embroidered or 
etched around the three sides.

The chan- 
cellor added that when the suggestion 
of mediation was made to Great Britain 
by the United States in a quiet gently- 
worded Inquiry, it was rejected officially 
and categorically.

The chancellor deseribed the reply of 
M. Delcasse, the French minister of 
foreign affairs, to Mr. Kruger as: 
“France will in no case take the initia- 
tive, but would not oppose it when cer- 
tain eventualities became known, pro- 
vided they were calculated to serve 
French interests.” 

The chancellor thereupon remarked 
that he could not have dealt with the 
situation better himself.

erected just below the bridg2 at Fore 
River. 


The firm built many yachts and did 
a good business in a small way until 


three years ago, when Mr. Wellington's 
original design for a torpedo boat 
destroyer was accepted by the navy de- 
partment, in preference to the one 
designed at Washington. The design 
and bid were accepted, and from that 
time the progress of the company has 
been remarkable. The increase of 
volume and size of business neces- 
sitated the construction of the new 
plant, where facilities are vastly better. 

Mr. Wellington is a typical New 
Englander, clean-cut, resourceful and, 
one might say, magnetic. He is this 
side of 40 and has worked ont his own 
success. One would never take him to 
be the head of so great an enterprise, 
he is so modest and retiring. His 
employes almost idolize him, and say 
he is ‘‘square.’’ Ie is a great worker. 

Mr. Watson, his partner, is of about 
the same age. 

Now Quincy watches to see the Fore 
River Co, expand along with natural 
expansion. 

If in awarding the contracts for the 
new battleships and cruisers the Fore 
tiver Ship Co.'s bid is accepted, the 
plant will be auspiciously dedicated. 

A gentleman thoroughly familiar 
with naval affairs through his 
prominent connection with another of 
the great ship building plants told me 
today that he expected to learn that 
Fore River Co. had been awarded the 
contract for three battleships, as the 
Cramps and others are crowded with 
work. 

The shops are so arranged as to avoid 
any delays, 

A drop hammer has been installed 
capable of forging as large a shaft as 
Carnegie’s or Midvale could produce, 
and the same degree of excellence is 
noticeable everywhere. 

Should the three battleships come to 
the company 6,000 men will find 
profitable employment, and the popula- 
tion of Quincy redistributed and en- 
larged by more than its present popula- 
tion. 

The company is now, as it 
always been a simple partnership, com- 
posed of Mr. Watson, worth.about 
$5,000,000,as treasurer, and Wellington, 
who is general manager. 

IN TEN WEEKS. 

Some idea of the capacity and push 
of the Fore River Company, may be 
derived from the Journal interview 
relative to building the SBostoa 
defender for the America’s cup. 

‘*We cannot meet Lawley’s price,’’ 
said Mr. Wellington, manager of the 
company. ‘‘We are just moving into 
onr new works at Quincy Point, and to 
undertake building the yacht would 
mean putting our whole force in the 
drawing room on to it for a time at 
least. We should not start until we 
had figured out and ‘checked up’ every 
dgtail.*’ 

“*You have plenty of facilities, of 
course?** 

“Yes. We figured on building the 
boat in ten weeks after we got the first 
material. But you can see what that 
means. We have already, account 
of our other work, contracts that give 
us steel billets, as fast as we want 
them. We could have all the material 
we needed day after tomorrow, if we 
ordered today. Then we have to 
practically buy a rolling ‘mill, tie it up 
on the work it has now, and put in the 
rolls we need to get the defender’s 
shapes. It would be quite an 
taking.'’

The Granite Business. 


Work in the granite sheds is a little 
quiet just at present. This, however, 
is nothing unusual altbough different 
from a year ago. Then there was a 
prospect of labor trouble ahead and 
dealers, anticipating an advance in 
prices, rushed their orders in, so that 
they could be delivered before March. 

The others laid in a supply of rough 
stock, so that the winter was an un- 
usually busy one. This year things are 
different. There is no danger of labor 
trouble and of no increase in price of 


stock, so that dealers are in no hurry 
to place their orders. Quincy firms 
have, however, received a good lot of 


orders for spring delivery, and more 
are being received every day. As an 
illustration one firm, that of McDonnell 
& Sons, received an order Tuesday 
from one customer, for twenty monu- 
ments of various designs and sizes, and 
sixty markers. So it is all along the 
line and the indications are that next 
season in the granite business will be 
the best that Quincy has had for many 
years.

Imposing Celebration of Wash- 
ington’s Anniversary

RECEPTION AND A PARADE 


oe 


Followed by Exercises In the Grandly 
Decorated Hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives—Military, Civil and Dip- 
lomatic Dignitaries Were Present 


Washingion, Dee. 13.—The celebra- 
tion here of the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the national capital, 
while very creditably conducted, was, 
after all, somewhat iocal. The coming 
inauguration festivities overshadow 
in national interest what took place 
here yesterday. ‘There was, however, 
a certain sentimental charm in the 
day’s celebration that the large one in 
March will not have. The suggestion 
of a hundred year’s growth is on every 
hand, and a great revival of interest in 
the early Washington ha: taken place. 

The exercise committee combined a 
brilliant military parade, a review hy 
the president from the east front of the 
Capitol and orations in the hall of the 
house of representatives, where a brill- 
jaunt audience was assembled. 

By an act of congress the day was 
mide a holiday in the District of Co- 
lumbia, the government departments 
were business was suspended 
and the whole city gave itself over to 
celebratiug the capital's natal day. 
President MeKinley and the members 
of his cabinet took prominent part in 
all the exercises, and with them were 
the chief executives of a large numbe& 
of states and territories of the Union, 
the senators and repre sentatives in 
congress, the judiciary of the United 
States supreme court, the ambassadors 
and ministers from foreign courts, the 
heads of the urmy and navy, and a 
great outpouring of the people, 

Early in the day, the president re- 
ceived the governors of states and ter- 
ritorles at the White House, and the 
model for a new and enlarged White 
House Ws unveiled with suitable ad- 
At 1 o'clock, tfie president 
was escorted to the Capitol, where he 
reviewed a parade headed by Lieute.- 
ant General Miles, and including the 
full military strength of the capital, 
regulars and militia. 

Here the spectacle was brilliant and 
inspiring. Out on the broad plaza 
stretched mas» s of people, held back 
by platoons ¢. bluecoats. The review- 
ing stand *.as resplendent in the na- 
tional colors, in the midst of which rose 
an artistic stand provided for the pres- 
ident. ue occupied a large leather 
chair, the members of the cabinet and 
governors sitting at elther side in tiers 
of chairs. As the parade swung inte 
the plaza a mighty cheer went up. 

The president stepped forward as the 
parade approached with Secretary Root 
standing at his left, and Speaker Her- 
derson at his right. The first salutes 
were exchanged between the president 
and Lieutenant General Miles, the lat- 
ter giving a sweep of his sword and 
looking toward the president, who 
raised his hat. Back of General Miles 
came a flag escort, benring a tattered 
American flag, which had seen service 
in the Spanish war. Each time “Old 
Glory” passed the president stood with 
bare head, while the acknowledgment 
to the various commanding officers was 
the conventional salute. 

After the parade came imposing ex- 
ercises In the hall of the house of rep- 
resentutives. On the floor were the 
president and the members of his cab- 
inet, ex-President Harrison, the mem 
bers of the senate and house, the am- 
bassadors and ministers of foreign 
eountries, in full court uniform, the 
chief justices of the supreme court in 
their judicial robes, Lieutenant General 
Miles and many distinguished officers 
of the army and navy who bad received 
the thanks of congress, the governors 
of more than half the states of the 
Union, and the commissioners of the 
District of Columbla, while the gal- 
leries were crowded. As a spectacle 
nothing could have been more imposing 
or impressive. 

Never before in the history of the 
house has the staid old legislative hall 
been decorated to anything like the ex- 
tent it was yesterday. A company of 
jackies from the government yacht Dol- 
phin had literally swathed the hall in 
flags. Not more than half were Amec- 
ican, and this fact was at first was 
rather startling until the full beauty 
of the color scheme dawned upon the 
spectators. From the galleries every 
other flag was that of a foreign coun- 
try. 

The procession Into the hail was a 
steady one. The doorkeeper an- 
nounced each division as it appeared 
at the main door. First came Senator 
Frye, president pro tempore, and the 
members of the senate. The members 
of the senute were followed by Chief 
Justice Fuller and the associate jus- 
tices of the supreme court in their ju- 
dicial robes. Next came the ambas- 
sadors and ministers to the United 
States, and other members of the dip- 
Jomatic corps, headed by Lord Paunce-

fote. ‘Lhe governors of the states and 
territories, headed by Governor Scho- 
field of Wisconsin, sat in the rear of 
the diplomatic corps. There was much 
eager curiosity to see Governor Roose- 
velt of New York, and he acknowledged 
the attention manifested by smiling 
and bowing to the right and left. 

Following the governors cane Lieu- 
tenant General Miles, the commission- 
ers of the District of Columbia and the 
members of the centennial committee- 
at-large. The president and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet were the last to 
enter the hall. They were escorted to 
the chairs reserved for them by Pres- 
ident McFarland of the District com- 
missioners. 

Meantime the speakers of the ocea- 
sion—Senators Hoar, Daniel and Mc- 
Comas, and Representatives Payne and 
Richardson—had taken places facing 
the assemblage at the desk immediately 
below the presiding officers. When all 
had been seated, Speaker Henderson 
ealled the gathering to order and briefly 
explained the purpose of the celebra- 
tion. Everybody rose and stood with 
bowed head while Dr. Milburn, the 
blind chaplain of the senate, offered an 
impressive invoeation. The speaker 
then turned the gavel over to Senator 
rye, who called the joint assemblage 
to order. 

The ceremoales at the Capitol began 
at 3:30 p. m., and included addresses 
by Senator Daniel of Virginia and Mc- 
Comas of Maryland, Representatives 
Payne of New York and Richardson of 
Tennessee, and a notable historic ora- 
tion by Seuator Hoar of Massachusetts. 

A reception by the president to the 
governors of states and territories at 
the Corcoran Art Gallery last night 
closed the festivities. 


HE DIED FOR LOVE 


Father’s Opposition to Marriage Led 
Wealthy Man to Kill Himself 
New York, Dec. 13.—The World says: 
The reason Sidney Samuel, a wealthbs 
exporter of this city, killed himself in 
a hotel in Portland, Me., on Monday 
night, was revealed yesterday. He 
shot himself because he could not mar- 
ry the woman he loved—Mrs. Anita 
Vivanti Chartres, a beautiful and tal- 

ented authoress and playwright. 

Mr. Samuel's father, the Rabbi Is- 
rael, who is looked on as the head of 
the Jewish church in Great Britain, bit- 
terly opposed the marriage of his son 
to Mrs. Chartres, on the ground of 
difference In their religion. Mrs. Char- 
tres isa Catholic. Yielding to the plea 
of his futher, Mr. Samuel broke off his 
engagement io Mrs. Chartres almost on 
the eve of the day set for their wedding. 
From that day Le was a changed man. 
He lost all interest in life and became 
so melancholy that his brothers em- 
ployed a man to watch him, lest he 
commit suicide. 


Portugal May Have to Explain 

Washington, Dec. 13.—Governmental 
agencies were recently put to work to 
ascertain where the munitions of war 
and other supplics which reached the 
Insurgent Filipinos originate. It has 
discovered that the Portuguese settle- 
ment of Macao, located on the Chinese 
coast and convenient to the Philippines, 
is one point of insurgent activiey. and 
probably the abiding place of one of tha 
Philippine juntas. A further investi- 
gation is being made, pending which no 
action has been taken in an ‘uterna- 
tional sense.

TDesarie, Mo., Dec. 13.—In a head-end 
collision here yesterday, between 
freight trains, one engineer and a fire- 
inan were killed, and four trainmen 
injured. 3oth engines were Jemol- 
ished.

The Sigfrid was a staunch and 
well built vessel, and carried a crew of 
12 men, uuder a competent captain, 
Alexander Frazier. 

The Sigfrid was built at Essex, Mass., 
in 1882, and was 76 tons gross.

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
The resolution before our City 
Council in regard to the amending of 


our City Charter recalls to mind the | 


fact that during the past four years 
eight cities of this commonwealth have 
had their charters revised by the legis- 
lature, They are Chicopee, Newton 
and Woburn in 1897; Gloucester, 1898; 
Fall River and Somerville, 
and Northampton, 1900. All of these 
cities found defects in their old 
charters, and instead of tinkering at 
them piece-meal, petitioned the legis- 
lature for cumplete revisions, which 
were granted. 

In the new charters,the term Council 
for City Council is obliterated and the 
more dignified designation of ‘Board 
of Alderman’’ is applied to the single 
legislative body which all of the above 
cities now have, with one exception. 

In the administrative departments in 
these cities there is no such personage 
as a ‘*Commissioner of Publie Works’ 
such as our city has, with duties 
multifarious enough to phase even the 
most astute proverbial Chinese lawyer. 

The legislators who drew up the new 
charters were wise enough to appreci- 
ate the fact that there is a limit to the 
knowledge which one man may 
properly centain and intelligently dis- 
seminate. 

The modern city charter places the 
duties such as are now

Works, generally consisting of three 
commissioners, elected by the voters at}

F. of L. (Thinks That Governmer® 
2Ownership Is Impracticable as Yet! 

Louisville, Dec. 14.—The conservative 
element in the American Federation of 
Labor was dominant throughout yes- 


terday’s proceedings of the convention. 
Two resolutions chimpioned by the 
radical element were voted down by 
overwhelming majorities. One was a 
bitter pronouncement ainst trusts 
and monopolies in general, and the 
other a declaration in favor of the co- 
operative commonwealth and govern- 
ment ownership and control of all 
means of production and distribution. 
For both of them much more moderate 
substitutes were adopted after long 
debate. 

Throughout the debate the exponents 
of the resolutions claimed socialism as 
the only solution of the industrial prob- 
Trades unionism, they said, 
would last as long as the competitive 
system prevaiis, but the competitive 
System should be done away with, and 
the co-operative commonwealth should 
inke its place.

SINKING SHIPS. 


They Don’t Linger In Midocean, but 
Go to the Bottom, 

What becomes of the ships that sink 
at sea? Do they go all the way to the 
bottom or do they meet somewhere un- 
der the surface a certain pressure that 
buoys them up and holds them in equi- 
librium? Somebody, we forget who it 
is, has given rein to his grewsome fan- 
cy and pictured all the ships that have 
been lost in midocean as wandering 
about like so many ghosts half way be- 
tween the surface and the bottom. 

There is no foundation whatever for 
such a notion, though many persons 
have it. Any object that will sink be- 
neath the surface of the sea will go all 
the way to the bottom. The pressure 
encountered on the way down, which is 
simply enormous in the deeper parts, 
has nothing to do with the object's 
sinking, for it is exerted on the object 
as well as on the water, thus equalizing 
the conditions. 

The reason why the object sinks to the | 
bottom Is that water is not compressi- 
ble; at least it is so little so that its den- 
ity at the bottom of the sea is only a tri- 
fle greater than itis atthe surface. Sci- 
entists tell us that the water at the bot- 
tom is just about as much denser than | 
the water at the surface as sea water 
is denser than fresh water. | 

This slight- difference in density, | 
therefore, does not and cannot stop the 
downward course of a sinking ship or 
any object that is heavy enough to 
sink rapidly beneath the surface. Pres- 
sure, as we have said, is not a factor 
in the case at ail—Chicago Record. 


A Bone “Library.” 

There is a lending library of human 
bones in London. It is intended for the 
use of medical students, and the bones 
are lent out in exactly the same man- 
ner as books frem a circulating library. 
The entire collection is valued at £5,000 
and contains besides human bones the 
skeletons of horses, dogs, cats, oxen 
and sheep—all animals that the veter- 
inary surgeon is likely to be called up- 
on to treat. ‘The present market price 
of a human skeleton is from £6 to £20, 
according to its condition.

is in the lead commercially, and the 
English ministers, while wrestling with 
the Transvaal problem, cannot afford 
to lose aught of that one which con- 
fronts them farther north. In less than 
a decade the wily and subtle Teutons 
have subsidized this great steamship 
company, now so prosperous that every 
year it is enabled to build a new vessel 
out of the dividends; they have planted 
cloves, coffee and tea plantations and 
made them pay, have exploited rubber 
companies, built two railroads as 
against England’s one and have sent 
out hundreds of colonists. 

“Meantime America has not been 
idle, having seized two-thirds of the 
petroleum trade, one-half of the ivory 
trade and doubled her shipments of 
cotton cloth, an item that furnishes 
one-quarter of all the imports to Zan- 
zibar. Yankees are landing every week, 
prospecting for American firms of ev- 
ery description, and on the coast one 
will find plenty of adventurers. While 
at dinner at the European 
Zanzibar the evening before I left a 
great, red bearded person with sun 
blisters on his face and hands sat down 
opposite and asked me in a subterra-

| get after it. America, however, should 
widen her market in this part of the 
globe with the exporting of hardware, 
building material, flour, provisions and 
all kinds of cheap cloth. ‘Americani’ 
shoes, machinery and novelties are as 
popular on the east coast as below the 
Zambezi. The rubber industry, too, 
only waits to be developed, the country 
being rich in that product. 

“Zanzibar is a free port for all im- 
ports except liquors, arms, ammuni- 
tion, tobacco and rice. At all coast 
ports the uniform duty is 5 per cent ad 
valorem. Export duties are the same, 
and the list includes rubber, ivory, 
cloves, hides, pepper, cocoanuts, tea, 
coffee and many tropical products. The 
exports last year from Zanzibar 
amounted to $7,567,035. Of the im- 
ports those of America for one month 
amounted to more than the combined 
| shipments of all Europe.”

ALUMINIUM CONDUCTORS. 


Lord Kelvin on Their Use For Elec- 
tric Transmission. 

The already practically foreshadowed 
widening use of aluminium conductors 
for electric transmission purposes adds 
interest to Lord Kelvin’s recently ex- 
pressed opinion of them, says Cassier’s 
Magazine for December. The weight 
of aluminium required, he said, is al- 
most exactly one-half of the copper 
which would produce the same effect. 
The diameter of cable is 28 per cent in 
excess of one made of copper, and the 
cost of insulation for aa underground 
eable is increased in about the same 
proportion when we pass from copper 
to aluminium. Aluminium {fs not a 
pleasant metal to deal with, but its 
high conductivity will make it invalua- 
ble for overhead transmission. It is 
true also that the weight to be support- 
ed on posts is half of copper, but the 


and its strength is not great. 

The chief drawback to its use, espe- 
cially overhead, ts its liability to be- 
come rotten. This defect does not exist 
if the metal be pure, and especially if 

| free from sodium. But exposure to the 
atmosphere, especially near the sea, in- 
duces deterioration. The fact that alu- 
minium is easily oxidized ought not to 
; condemn ft. The same is true of iron 
and steel, and yet we do not hesitate 
to place structures of these metals in 
exposed positions. Only we paint them. 
So Lord Kelvin proposes that we paint 
or varnish aluminium conductors wher- 
ever necessary. A few hundred yards 
of 11%4 inch aluminium wire were put 
up by Lord Kelvin on a Scotch estate 
| somewhat over a year ago, and on this 
line he is watching the effects of 
weather.

“Fast clectric ships crossing the 
ocean at more than a mile a minute 
will go from New York to Liverpool in 
two days,” writes John Elfreth Wat- 
kins, Jr., of “What May Happen In the 
Next Hundred Years” in the December 
Ladies’ Home Journal.

DO COWS CRY? 


The Grief of an Animal Whose Calf 
Had Been ‘Killed. 

A correspondent writing to Dumb 
Animals says: Dumb animals are said 
to have a “sign” language of their own 
by which they make known the emo- 
tions of pleasure or pain and a limited 
catalogue of wants and sorrows. Re- 
cently I had occasion to dispose of a 
5-months-old calf which was taken 
away about noon and butchered a 
short distance from my residence. 

When the cow came home at night, 
she missed her calf, and although an 
orphan calf was permitted to suck she 
continued to call it by affectionate 
mooing and looking. The cow, how- 
ever, only gave about one quart of milk 
instead of a gallon or more, as former- 
ly. During-the night she lowed fre- 
quently for, her calf, and the next 
morning when it did not appear she ex- 
hibited ynmistakable signs of grief. 
The orphan calf was no solace to her. 
She was driven to the woods with her 
mate, but came back and continued 
lowing until noon. She came inside 
the inclosure, but would not eat grass. 

Just after dinner a great commotion 
was heard in the direction of where the 
calf was butchered, made by a number 
of cattle lowing, having scented the 
fresh blood. The grief stricken mother 
cow ran to the closed gate and looked 
beseechingly toward me, as much as to 
say, “Please open the gate,” which 
being done she started on a run to 
where the other cattle were lowing. 

In a short time she came slowly 
walking back to the house and was 
again permitted to come inside the in- 
closure, when she deliberately took up 
a position at the kitchen door, wistful- 
ly looking in mute despair at each 
member of the family as they happen- 
ed to pass her. The tears flowed copi- 
ously from her eyes, and there she 
stood the balance of the afternoon, 
weeping incessantly, with the same ap- 
parent grief that a mother would for 
her dead child. It really caused me to 
shed tears of sympathy for the poor 
animal.

Pagan Customs In Its Celebration. 
Origin of the Name of the Festival. 


Customs and Superstitions. 


HERE is something akin to 
sadness in the fact that in 
tracing the origin of many of 
our church festivals we find it 
in pagan celebrations antedating the 
Christian era, writes M. E. Munroe in 
the New York Home Journal. There is 
nothing certain even about the birth- 
day of Christ. Some authorities assert 


that December was in the rainy season, | 


when vo shepherds could have been 


“watching their flocks by night.” Oth- | 
ers Claim that it was in the dry season, | 
when shepherds were on duty day and | 


night. In the controversy over the date, 
extending from December to May, 
Pope Julius (337-352) had an investiga- 
tion made by St. Cyril and was satis- 
fied that the 25th of December was cor- 
rect. It was so established in the Ro- 
man church, and before the end of the 
fourth century the dictum was univer- 
sally accepted. 

This acceptance was made easier be- 
cause the date was that of the great 
festival of the winter solstice, the sat- 
urnalia, which was celebrated in all 
parts of the world from Dec. 25 to Jan. 
6. At that season houses, temples and 
shrines were profusely decorated with 
evergreens, holly, laurel and sometimes 
ivy. No mistletoe was used in the iec- 


7 | orations on account of the Druidical 


superstitions regarding its peculiar and 
dangerous power. One of these super- 
stitions, however, has become the her- 
itage of all ages: 
Those who kiss under the mistletoe bough 
Together will walk to the altar. 

The early Christians incorporated as 
many pagan customs as possible with 
their celebrations and festivals as a 
matter of expediency, and in the Ro- 
man saturnalia, with its decorations, 
its Yule log, its candles and tinsel 
laden trees and gifts, there was much 
that even today forms part of our cere- 
monial. 


During the saturnalia all restraint 


} Was removed, and the stemming of the 


tide was so nearly impossible that it Is 
not hard to realize the difficulties the 
Christians had in weeding out the evils 
of this festival before it became our 
festival of Christmas, so called from 


| the Christ mass, which was celebrated 


on Dee. 25.

originally a hymn to Saturn, for one of | 


the principal features of the saturnalia 


was the singing of hymns of praise to | 
the gods Saturn and Bacchus, and the

richly rewarded. Even the 
banquet, so dear to our hearts, is a 
relic of the bacchanalian era. 


Various were the early superstitions | 


in different countries, the most curious 
being in Seandinavia. In the German 
Alps it was held that on Christmas eve 
“cattle fell on their knees in adoring 
worship,” being given the power of 
speech during that one night, but woe 
to the person who overheard or listen- 
ed to their converse, for the reaper 
Death would surely tind him, let him 
hide as he would, before seven days 
were passed. Maidens thought to find 


the key which would unlock the door , 


to their future life, and especially 
among the peasantry of Poland was 
full reliance placed upon the result of 
these mystic rites. 

Among Christmas eve customs one in 
Holland is of exceeding interest. In all 
the towns and villages at the midnight 
hour the men in varied costumes meet 
in the principal squares chanting the 
“Gloria In Excelsis.” Proud is the man 
selected by vote to be the “star bear- 
er.” <A large star in which are several 
lighted candles all shining as one is 
mounted on one end of a long pole. 
This star is symbolical of the star that 
guided the three kings to Bethlehem, 
and the effect of its light in the dark 
and winding streets at the head of the 
long procession of men slowly march- 
ing to the music of the “Gloria In Ex- 
celsis” sung in chorus is deeply im- 
pressive. A sumptuous supper is serv- 
ed after the devotions are ended, and 
thus Christmas day begins. 

Christmas eve everywhere was the 
beginning of Christmas joys. In Ger- 
many the old customs still prevail to a 
great extent. The Christmas tree, with 
its gifts, followed by a grand supper. 
has long held its own on Christmas 
eve, Christmas day being spent in pay- 
ing and receiving visits and talking 
over the extent of Santa Claus’ atten- 
tions.

Wealthy Man Will Devote For- 
tune to Spread the Doctrine. 


PROJECT OF ANAROHIST DE LION. 


His Plan Is to Parchase One Hun- 
dred Thousand Acres of Land and 
Establish a Colony In Southern 
California—WIll Locate One Thou- 
sand Congenial Families on It. 


George de Lion of Dawson, the rich- 
est anarchist in the world, says he will 
devote his fortune to the establishment 
of a colouy in southern California. 

Two years ago George de Lion was 


as poor as the poorest Californian. He 
is now receiving a princely income in 
rentals, says the Chicago Tribune. He 


owns the Monte Carlo Club buiiding in 
which brings him in $4,000 
He owns the Martony ho- 
and the corner building, 
known as the Aurora block, occupied 
by the Mining Exchange. The Marjo- 
rie, a steamer named after his daugh- 
ter, plying back and forth across the 
Yukon, is his property. In West Daw- 
son he has the title to 160 acres of 
town site land, the Villa de Lion, a 
Sunday resort, and a greenhouse in 
all sorts of vegetables 
for Klondike palates as well as flowers 
for Dawson bouquets. By spring he 
will easily be worth $1,000,000.

he says. “It was given to me by a man 
on Stuart river to buy a postage stamp 
for the posting of a letter to his folks in 
wos Angeles. I started out to prospect 
for gold; but, although I am a mineral- 
ogist by profession, I did not make a 
cent. It occurred to me that the min- 
ers themselves were a pretty good gold 
I resolved to let them do the 
digging, while I profited through busi- 
ness channels. 

“I postulate that anarchy—that Is, so- 
clal solidarity absolutely without gov- 
ernment, a solidarity with no element 
of force, of arbitrary compulsion, what- 
soever entering into its free system, 
but operating entirely along correctly 
rational and volitive lines—must be the 
ultimate status of the human race,” 
says De Lion in explaining his plan. 
“And then it follows that human pro- 
gression—a_ progression gradual, of 
course—must proceed more and more, 
faster and faster, toward that end. My 
first conclusion on these premises is 
that local demonstrations of anarchist- 
ic living, such as the object lessons of 
colonies afford, will serve the purpose 
of ocular and concrete instruction to 
our species during our process of tran- 
sitory development from monarchy, the 
extreme of the arbitrary, authoritative 
system of government by force, to an- 
archy, the extreme co-opera- 
tive solidarity actuated and operating 
by free volition. 

“The present anarcl 
in the world, as an 
dawned when Bakounin, at the Juras- 
siun federation in Switzerland, propa- 
gated Proudhon’s idea that anarchy is 
the avowed enemy of authority, 
to be realized through 
theory by incarnation and eulargement 
in social demands. 

“My plan is to purchase 100,000 acres 
which, I think, can be done at 
a cheap figure in the southern part of 
this state, and then to locate upon it 
1,000 families who shall be found to be 
congenial. Each family is to have its 
100 acres of land, share and share 
alike, and for each family I shall have 
a house built, and each I shall supply 
with tools and seed. I shall take no 
more land and no less than any other 
member. In this way we shall all be

one is superior to another there can be 
no dictatorship. Other than the mere 
incorporation into a company to satis- 
fy the legal requirements of this state, 
there is to be not the least sign of gov- 
ernment.

Once 
established in the colony, it is expected 
that each member will respect the full- 
est freedom in every other and carry 
out the spirit of Proudhon’s paradox, 
‘Property is robbery.’ ”

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Tansy is a good remedy for lice. 

Throwing soft feed on the ground is 
poor economy. 

Fowls should not be killed when they 
have full crops. 

Make the nests so that the hen can 
walk in on them. 

White pin feathers are easier to remove 
than colored ones, but they do not show 
so much when left in. 

When the fowls are confined, give soft 
feed in the morning, green food at noon 
and whole grain at night. 

Do not keep the hens so fat that they 
will not exercise or forage. They will not 
lay so well, nor be so healthy. 

Young chickens of fancy breeding 
should not be permitted to roost on perch- 
es until they are 3 months old, as it often 
causes crooked breastbones. 

A quick maturing fowl is desirable for 
market and also for home consumption, 
especially early in the spring. This should 
be remembered in selecting breeds. | 

If young fowls are to be used for breed 


be reasonably well | 
matured. 

The poultry raiser, like the stock breed- 
er, should breed from the best specimens 
—those that will give the most profit for 
the outlay. Never sel] the best, especially 
if seeking to improve the flock.—St. Louis

It appears that, over a week ago, the 
powers came to an agreement to elimi- 
nate the word “irrevocable” from the 
joint note.

The Flight of a Great Nebula, 

One of the most striking spectacles 
revealed by telescopes is that of the 
Great Nebula in Orion. In the com- 
plexity of its glowing streams, spirals 
and strangely shaped masses, inter- 
cepted by yawning black gaps and 
sprinkled over with stars arranged in 
suggestive groups and lines, it has few 
rivals in the heavens. The impression 
of astonishment made by the sight of 
this nebula is heightened by knowledge 
of its enormous size. The entire solar 
system would appear as a tiny speck 
beside it. Yet this tremendous aggre- 
gation of nebulous clouds and starry 
swarms bas been proved by the re- 
searches of the late Professor Keeler 
of the Lick observatory to be flying 
away from the earth and the sun at the 
rate of 11 miles in every second! But 
so vast is itg distance that 100 years 
reveal no vi™ual effects of the great 
nebula’s swift retreat. If it were near 
by, it would seem to become rapidly 
smaller.—Youth’s Companion. 


A Priceless Idol. 

It is part of the creed of Mohamme- 
dans to smash the noses of all idols they 
may come across. When they invaded 
India, they defaced in this way every 
Hindoo god. A figure of Vishnu cut in 
green jade was buried in the bed of 
the Ganges during this invasion and is 
now preserved in a temple in Benares.

$83,050 is charged to streets, ete. 

Besides this great amount of money 
there was also used upon certain atzeots 
the ‘‘street railway excise tax’’ of 
$12,467.46 making a grand total of 
$133,748.08 alloted to this particular 
department the past year against 
101,500, for the education of the four 
or five thousand_pupils in our public 
schools. 

In order to spend these thousands of 
dollars on street ‘-widenings’’ for the 
use of the street railway, repairs on 
streets, sidewalks, etc., etc., our 
school appropriation has been squeezed 
down to the lowest notch. Today, our 
schools are seriously handicapped for 
the lack of books and other supplies. 
Pupils are now compelled to go to the 
old high school building, which was 
condemned years ago, as being unfit for 
occupancy, also attend school in the 
basement of the Coddington and the 
unfinished attic of the Willard. 

An order appropriating $24,000, for 
the widening of Copeland street was 
engineered through the City Council 
over the Mayor's veto by the same 
members of the Council who valiantly 
fought the annual school appropriation 
because those in authority were alleged 
to be extravagant in the purchase of 
minor supplies,—a charge for which 
there appeared to be no foundation. 

In view of the facts which have 
been laid before us inthe Auditor's 
tabulating the great amount of money 
approprieted for streets etc., under the 
‘‘seratch--my--back--and--I°ll--scratch-- 
yours,’ system, the attitude of the 
Council towards our anoual public 
school appropriation at the beginning 
of the year seems extremely unbusi- 
ness like and hypocritical. 

{f all departments in the city were 
administered as economically and with 
sach good business judgment as oar 
schoo] department, there would be 
little cause for the cry of ‘‘high 
taxes.’’ 

It seems to me that the appropriation 
of money for the proper maintenance 
of the high standard of the public 
schools should be of primary instead 
of secondary considerations by the 
City Council of a city whose schools 
have a national reputaton and whose 
fame has gone forth from one end of

FREE SILVER AND POPULISM 


Declared to Have Led to the Culmi-' 
nation of Democratic Woe—Victory | 
Is Predicted With a Return to Time- 


Honored Principles 
Philadelphia, Dec. 20.—This week's 
issue of The Saturday evening Post of 
Philadelphia contains an extended ar 
ticle by former President Cleveland 
on the plight of the Democracy and the 
remedy. Mr. Cleveland begins by re- 
viewing the history of the party and he 
discusses its defects siuce 1864 in de 
tail. In taking up the question of the 
present coadition of the Democracy, he 
says that the success of the party io 
1892 was so decisive and overwhelming 
that a long continuance of its suprem- 
acy was anticipated. Then came “the 
fallacy of free silver and Populism,” | 

Mr. Cleveland proceeds as follows: 
“The culmination of Democratic woe 
was reached when its compact with 
these un-Democratie forces was com- 
plete and when our rank and file were 
suinmoned to do battle under banners 
which bore strange symbols and were 
held aloft in unfamiliar hands. The 
result of such a betrayal was fore 
doomed. This abandonment of the 
principles of true Democracy, this con- 
temptuous disobedience of its traditions 
and this deliberate violation of the law 
of its strength and vigor, were, by a de 
cree as inexorable as those of fate, fol- 
lowed by the inevitable punishment of 
stunning, staggering defeat. 

“The disaster of 1572, invited by sim- 
flar mad adventure, was quickly fol- 
lowed by a return to the professions and 
practices of sane Democracy. But the 
extent and persistency of our wander- 
ings in 1896 is illustrated in a most 
astounding way by the command, is- 
sued on the day of our rout and dis- 
that a second battle should 
be fought on the same field, with the 
same false war cries and the same lead- 
ership that had brought us to the sur- 
rounding gloom of defeat.”

ernment for protecting itself in the ex- 
ercise of its functions against violent 
obstruction within a state.” 

He preaches the return of Democracy 
to its old faith, saying: “Sincere Demo- 
erats realize that the situation of the 
party needs repair. Reorganization is 
not necessary, but a return from our} 


We 
are dealing with the condition of a 


party that cannot be destroyed by ex- |’ 


ternal foes; and since its ruin can be! 
wrought only from within, it should be | 
imperishable. Above all things, there | 
should be a manly renunciation and! 
avoidance of undue sectioual control. 
Democracy will not operate efliciently 
on sectional lines, } 

“There is much for us to do, and the 
future is full of Democratie duty and 
opportunity. Our fighting forces wil 
respond listlessly and falteringly if 
summoned to a third defeat ina strange 
cause, but if they near the rallying call 
of true Democracy they will xather for 
battle with old-time Democratic en- 
thusiasm aud courage. 

“If I should attempt to epitomize what 
I have written by suggesting a plan for 
the rehabilitation and restoration of 
true Democracy, I should embody it in 
these words: . 

“Give the rank and file a chance.”

It should have been said that before 
the fire is lighted the iron shovel and 
the poker are hidden away. The Christ- 
mas fire must be stirred only witha piece 
of wood. As soon as a piece falls from 
the end of the burning Yule log one of 
the sons of the family picks the bit up 
in his teeth and at the imminent dau- 
ger of being burned carries it thus into 
the yard and there drops it. Now of 
a certainty no witches can get in dur- 
ing the Christmas festivities. 

The carcass for the Christmas feast 
—sheep, pig or goat—is roasted whole, 
In earving 4t no rib of the creature 
must be broken. Otherwise a dire ca- 
lamity is in store for the family. A 
cake is baked on the hearth, and as 
soon as the spot where it was cooked 
is cool each member of the family puts 
his bare foot on the place and is thus 
insured against blistered feet for a 
year.

The wishbone of the Christmas tur- 
key is a favorite means of divination in 
Virginia, where it is called the fortune 
bone. Two unmarried persons, each 
taking hold of one end of the bone, pull 
against each other until the bene 
breaks. The one who gets the shorter 
end will be the first of the two to mar- 
ry. Further divination is by placing 
the short end of the bone over the 
door. The first unmarried person of 
the opposite sex who walks under the 
bone is supposed to be the future wife 
or husband of the person to whom the 
bone belongs. 


Roast Duck. 

For a small Christmas dinner a pair 
of tender ducklings may be substituted 
for the regulation turkey. A very 
tasteful dressing is made by mixing a 
minced onion that has been fried in 
butter with two cupfuls of crumbs, a 
tablespoonful of butter and half a cup- 
ful of thick, stewed tomatoes. Season 
highly. Baste every few minutes and 
roast rare. Skim the fat from the 
gravy in the pan, add the stewed gib- 
lets and thicken and season. A tart 
jellylike currant or plum or spiced 
plums should accompany it.

Newspapers are warned against pub- | 
lishing sedition, and the proclamation 
declares that the rebels, who are not 
part of av organized force, are not en 
titled to the privileges of prisoners of 
war, adding that the fact that they 
have not hitherto been held re sponsible 
is “evidence of the solicitude of the 
United States to avoid the appearance 
of harshness,” 

The proclamation clearly disavow.

CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS OF THE LAND 
OF THE MIDNIGHT SUN. 


Feeding the Birds on the Annfversa- 
ry of the Savieur'’s Birth—Throw- 
ing the Straw Truss—English Cele- 
brations—In South America, 


HRISTMAS is celebrated in 
mauy ways. In this country 
nll know what is done—the giv- 
ing of presents, the dinners, the 
churchgoing and the general joy 
diffused in every possible way. 

In England. Christmas is celebrated 
with more boisterous enthusiasm than 
anywhere else. Every person who can 
read the English language knows the 
Christmas of Dickens, and the old Eng- 
lish celebration of the feast has been de- 
scribed in detail by Washington Irving 
in “The Sketch-Book.” Feasting is char- 
acteristic of the English celebration. 
Wating has become such a part of the day 
in England that the Italians have the 
following proverb: “He has more busi- 
ness than English ovens at Christmas.” 
The English probably do more eating 
Christmas than any other people. 

Ta Norway there is a peculiar Christ- 
mas way of offering a lady a brooch or a 
pair of earrings in a truss of hay. The 
house door of the person complimented 
is pushed open, and there is thrown into 
the house a truss of hay or straw, a sheaf 
of corn or a bag of chaff. In some part 
of this “bottle of hay” envelope there is 
a needle of a present to be hunted for. 
A favorite way for a lover to send a pres- 
ent to his mistress is to make a large 
brown paper bundle, which on being 
opened reveals a second parcel, with a 
loving motto on the cover, and so on, 
parcel within parcel, motto within motto, 
until the kernel of this paper husk is ar- 
rived at, which, opened, contains seme 
delicate and valuable ornament.

“This little grape grows all over the 
islands of the Grecian archipelago and 
was first exported from Corinth, and 
that’s what gave it its proper name. 
The bunches don't grow much bigger 
than a stem of red currants, and they 
are so full of sugar that when they are 
picked and dried in the sun they actu- | 
ally seem to melt and run together like | 
gumdrops, and it takes a lot of care 
and work to separate them again.

CHRISTMAS COOKERY. 


Turkey That Tickles the Palate and 
Some Tempting Et Ceteras, 

To roast a turkey singe, draw and 
wash the fowl, wipe dry and rub the 
inside with a little salt. It may be fll- 
ed with a stuffing made with stale 
bread crumbs, half a cupful of butter, 
one egg, salt, pepper and herbs to the 
taste and moistened with a little hot 
water, or an oyster stuffing made as 
follows may be used: Break into pieces 
half a loaf of stale bread and mix with 
it salt and pepper and half a cupful of 
melted butter. Drain off the liquor 
from a pint of oysters, heat it and 
pour over the bread crumbs; acl an 
egg and mix all well together. If the 
stuffing is rather dry, add a little sweet 
milk. Put a spoonful of stuffing into 
the turkey, then three or four oysters, 
and continue adding stuffing and oys- 
ters until the turkey is filled. A chest- 
nut stuffing may be used. To make it

and wings in shape. Rub thickly with 
butter and sait and dredge with flour. 
Place in a dripping pan and put halfa 
cupful of water in the pan. Use a mod- 
erate oven and cover the turkey with 
another pan for the first 40 minutes. 
Baste frequently and turn the bird oe- 
ecasionally to expose all parts to the 
heat. It should be tender and moist 
j}and a golden brown all over when 
j}done. Garnish the dish with small 
balls of fried sausage or fried oysters 
and parsley. Serve with a giblet dress- 
ing and cranberries. 

The meat of the wild turkey is drier 
than the domestic fowl and not nearly 
so fat, and the turkey should be larded, 
and fat pork chopped fine should be 
used in the stuffing. In the south the 
giblets are always served whole, one 
placed under each wing. 

To make a giblet dressing for roast 
turkey, put the giblets and neck in a 
saucepan with cold water and add an 
onion, salt anc pepper and a slice of 
dry bread that has been made very 
brown in the oven. Boil until the gib- 
lets are done, then strain the stock. 
Chop the giblets fine and put them 
and the stock back into the saucepan, 
dredge with a little flour, add the brown 
gravy from the bottom of the pan in 
which the fowl was cooked, after skim- 
ming off the fat. Serve hot in a gravy 
boat. 

For celery sauce cut one quart of 
celery into small pieces and add one 
quart of milk. Put in a double boiler 
with an onion in which four cloves 
have been stuck, add a blade of mace 
and cook until the celery becomes ten- 
der. Remove the onion and spice and 
thicken with a little flour that has been 
moistened with some of the stock that 
the fowl was boiled in. Season with 
salt and pepper and boil for five min- 
utes. It should be as thick as custard. 

To make oyster sauce put one pint 
of small oysters, with their liquor, inte 
a saucepan and heat them to boiling 
point. Skim out the oysters and add 
to the liquor one and a half cups of 
milk, and when it is boiling add one- 
third of a cup of butter creamed with 
three tablespoonfuls of flour. Season 
with salt and cayenne pepper, and let 
the sauce boil up once. Then add the 
oysters, and it is ready to serve. 


Cooking at High Altitudes. 

A note in The Monthly Weather Re- 
view records the actual experience of 
a housekeeper at Albuquerque, N. M. 
It appears that cooking recipes and 
practices which are trustworthy not 
far from sea level are worthless at Al- 
buquerque, the altitude of which is 
4,933 feet. Water boils there at 202 
degrees F. instead of 212 degrees F.; 
hence articles of food the cooking of 
which depends upon heat applied 
through the medium of water require 
a longer time for cooking than is given 
in the cookery books. On account of 
the extreme dryness of the atmosphere 
farinaceous foods, such as beans, corn, 
ete., lose so much of their moisture 
that they have to be left for a long 
time in water before cooking in order 
to be softened.

Treason Court Frightened by 
the Invasion of Boers 


ANTI-BRITISH EXCITEMENT 


Reported to Be Seething In Northern! 
Districts of Cape Colony—Small Boer | 
Forces Have Defeated Some of i 
Best British Troops 


London, Dec. 21.—According to the 
Cape Town correspondent of The Daily | 
Mail, wiring yesterday, the treason 
court, sitting in Colesberg, was 
obliged to hurriedly remove to Cape 
Town with the records aud documents, 
owing to the vicinity of the invading 
Boers. 

“The Colesburg district,” says The 
Daily Mail correspondent, “is seething 
with anti-Griusb excitement. <A re- 
crudescence of the rebellion is percepti- 
ble & the districts immediately south 
of the Orauge river. Tuesday morning 
a fight was proceeding at Philipstown, 
presumably with a cominando which 
crossed at Sand Drift.” 

The situation in the northern dis- 
tricts of Cape Colony is more serious. 
Fully 2000 Boers have invaded that sec- 
tion, Grave fears are entertained that 
Dutch syuipathizers will join the rebel- 
lion, and that this will spread. 

General Witchener contirms the re- 
port of the invasion of Cape Colony, 
but states that his mounted men are 
close on the heels of the Boer raiders, 
and that he hopes to turn them back 
north. A dispatch from Johannesburg 
says that cannonading is going on in 
the direction of Kurgersdorp. 

Since Lord Kitchener's dispatch, fully 
confirming the invasion of Cape Colony 
and expressing a hope, not of capture, 
but only to “drive them north again,” 
not a word has been issued officially as 
to the situati®a in South Africa. 

Considerable activity is now mani- 
fested at Aldershot. <A large draft of 
mounted troops will be ready to start 
for South Africa Jan. 6, while others 
have been notified to hold themselves 
in readiness for the same destination. 

Operating over a British front of 
about 1000 miles, the Boers have sue- 
ceeded in disturbing the whole line. 
They have met and defeated some of 
the best British troops, commanded by 
the ablest British generals.

Washington, Dee. 21.—The Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty for the moditication| 
of the Clayton-Bulwer convention o 
1890) was ratified by the senate yes- 
terday at it was amended. During 
this time there were six rollecalls and 
several Viva voce votes. The ratifica- 
tion resolution was adopted by a vote 
of 55 to 1s,

“nothing coutained in this treaty shall 
be construed to prevent the United

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I was serving my first and only term 
of sheriff in an Indiana county when 
a smart looking, middle aged man, who 
gave the name of Samples, arrived at 
the county seat and gave out that he 
was looking around for a for a 
large factory.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Dec, 
22—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric. — The glory of Christ. —John i, 1-14. 

(Christmas service.) 

The prologue of John’s gospel re- 
minds us of the opening chapter of 
Genesis, in which the creation of the 
world is described. It is fitting and 
appropriate that it should be so. The 
birth of the Saviour may well be intro- 
duced in the same language as the be- 
ginning of the creation. The prologue 
begins with a reference to the eternal 
existence of the Creator; it ends with 
a reference to His glory—‘And the 
Word was made flesh and dwelt among 
us (and we beheld His glory, the glory 
as of the oply begotten of the Father) 
full of grace and truth.” This glory of 
Christ, manifested so signally at His 
incarnation, forms a worthy subject 
for our contemplation and study at 
this Christmas meeting. 

1. The glory of Christ was a personal 
glory. “We beheld His glory.” The 
only begotten Son of God would pos- 
sess in Himself great glory, and this 
glory was not only particularly mani- 
fested at the time of His birth, but all 
through His life “glory shone around” 
in His words, in His works and in His 
life and character. It was the glory of 
Christ, the Son, that was seen in the 
Old Testament dispensation. God, the 
Father, is invisible to man in this life. 
“There shall ne man,” says God, “see 
Me and live.” It was therefore the 
glory of the Son which appeared at the 
burning bush, in the pillar of fire, on 
Mount Sinai and at the dedication of 
the tabernacle and the temple. Not 
only here, but in heaven, Christ has a 
personal glory, as John saw in his vi- 
sion on the island of Patmos. To him 
was and will be ascribed, “Blessing 
and honor and glory and power.” And 
so to Christ, the Son, should we as- 
cribe glory and honor by our words 
and in our lives. 

2. The glory of Christ was also the 
glory of the Father. Christ has a glory 
Himself, but also a glory with the Fa- 
ther. One of His missions in this life 
was to reveal the Father. In Christ 
“God was manifest in the flesh.” “He 
that hath seen Me hath seen the Fa- 
ther.” He came as “the brightness of 
the Father's glory and express image 
of His person,” and therefore manifest- 
ed in His life the glory of God the Fa- 
ther. It was a veiled glory, to be sure, 
and yet it was a truly divine glory, and 
it should inspire in us a strong desire 
and earnest purpose to witness the un- 


| veiled glory of God, to see Him face to 


face and to behold His glory from the 
viewpoint of His throne in heaven. 
Not only Christ, but nature, reveals the 
glory of God. “The heavens declare 
the glory of God, and the firmament 
showeth His handiwork.” As a part 
of Christ, as a part of nature, we also 
should in our words and lives set forth 
the glory of God. 

3. The glory of Christ was a visible 
glory. “We beheld His glory.” Joln 
beheld it, looked intently and earnestly 
upon it, and none had better opportu- 
nities than John to do so. He saw the 
glory of His words and works, His glo- 
ry on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
and had the great privilege of a vision 
of His glory as it appears around the 
throne of God. But we also may be- 
hold the glory of Christ. In the gos- 
pels we may see His glory as manifest- 
ed upon the earth, by the eye of faith 
we may have visions of His heavenly 
glory, and if we are faithful and true 
to Him in this life we may abide in the 
presence of Him and His glory forever. 
Let us glorify Christ here in order that 
we may behold His glory in the life to 
come. 

THE PRAYER MEETING. 

The prayer meeting should arrange a 
special Christmas service. A Christ- 
mas song service expressing the glory 
of Christ would be very appropriate.

If one has an abundance of greens, 
such as holly, mistletoe, laurel or any- 
thing else that is evergreen, the dec- 
oration of archways, the mantel or 
even the corners between the windows 
and doors may be appropriately car- 


abundance of material. All things con- 
sidered, I am more in favor of con- 
centrating the room decorations at one 
prominent point than of spreading 
them all over the room. 

Of all places in the average room the 
mantel is perhaps the best to use as a 
central point in decoration. It is prom- 
inent, has an abundance of room and 
yet is so constructed that comparative- 
ly little material is needed to obtain 
the best effect. To decorate the man- 
tel for the Christmas season remove 
all ornaments from it and bank the 
space betwetn the mantel and the 


glass above it—say a foot high in the | 


center—with choice greens, using the 
best holly, fern fronds, smilax or even 
mistletoe, although those first named 
are to be preferred, either alone or in 
combination. This decoration should be 
after the manner shown in the illustra- 
tion—that is, heavy in the center, but 
graduating until at the ends only deli- 
cate sprays are seen. The greens should 
come out quite to the edge of the man- 
|tel in the center, but be drawn back 
at the ends to form a slightly curved 
| effect, as well as to give more room at 
the corners for the bows. 

The garland effect may be produced 
by the use of either wide satin ribbon 
or of the proper shade of crape paper. 
The latter is quite inexpensive, and a 
three yard roll would prove more thau 
ample. If paper be used, the garland 


arranged as shown in the illustration, 
with a rosette in the center, where the 
wreath is hung, the garland being 
brought up to the corners of the mantel 
under a long bow with long ends. 
These garlands and bows of ribbon 
are simple to make and wonderfully ef- 
fective in trimming at Christmas time.

Christmas Fried Chicken, 

Singe the chicken, removing the pin- 
feathers and oil bag. Divide at the joints 
and remove the leg, thigh and breast 
bones, being careful to keep the meat in 
good shape. Wipe with a clean, wet cloth, 
dredge with flour which has been season- 
ed with salt and pepper. If not well cov- 
ered, dredge again with flour. Fry out 
several slices of fat salt pork and cook 
the chicken carefully in the hot pork fat. 
It should be a uniform brown on each 
side, and use fat enough to keep it from 
burning. Arrange the chicken on a hot 
dish with the legs and side bones at one 
end, wings and neck at the other and the 
breast in the middle. Serve with a gravy. 
Pour off the fat that may be left in the 


pan, wipe out the browned crumbs, re- | 


turn the clear fat, about one tablespoon 
of it, stir in one rounding tablespoon of 
flour and when well mixed stir in one cup 
of hot milk. Season to taste and when 
thick strain it over the meat. 


Praying to Kriss Kringle. 


In some parts of Germany, Scandinavia | 


and Holland the custom is for all chil- 
dren to say a prayer at the chimney cor- 
ner on Christmas eve to Kriss Kringle, 
asking him to fill their stockings for 
Christmas morning, and many hopes and 
fears are confided to him. Kriss Kringle 
is a corruption of Christ-Kindlein, who 
is supposed to descend the chimney with 
gifts for all good children, and has in 
Germany guite superseded St. Nicholas 
or Santa Claus, the patron saint of 
children.

Roger Woleott was born in Boston, 
July 13, 1847, the son of J. Huntington 
and Cornelia Frothingham Wolcott. 
He was a descendant of the Roger Wol- 
colt who wis second in command in 
the expedition of Sir William Pepperell 
against Cape Breton, in 1745, which re- 
suited in the capture of Louisbure. 

Another ancestor was Oliver Wolcott, 
che of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. Loth of these Wol- 
ectts were governors of Connecticut. 
One of his ancestors, on his mother’s 
side, was active and prominent during 
the Revolutionary period as a member 
of the Charlestown committee of safe- 
ty, and another took part in the Boston 
tea party. 

Roger Wolcott was educated in the 
Boston private schools and at Harvard 
ubiversity, from which he graduated 
In the class of "70. In college he ranked 
high, and was the choice of his class- 
mates for orator.

Local disorders of teething are more 
common. They consist for the most 
pert in inflammation of the gums, 
which are red, swollen and hot, and in 
the drooling of a ropy saliva. 

In order to prevent inflammation the 
mouth should be kept perfectly clean, 
being washed out often with a solution 
of borax or boric acid, 15 or 20 grains 
to the ounce. The baby’s desire to bite 
should be gratified by providing it with 
a hard rubber, ivory or silver object on 
which to exercise its jaws. 

The general health should be careful- 
ly watched. Any tendency to diarrhes 
or especially to constipation should be 
corrected, and the child should be kept 


in the air as much as possible. If the 
nervous symptoms are threatening, 
sedatives are needed, and it may be 


necessary to lance the gums.

This industry has 
shown rapid growth during the past 
few years, and where we were import- 
ing hosiery not more than five years ago, 
we are exporting goods now, compet- 
ing with the manufacturers in other 
portions of the world.

“Early in 1898 I started north from 
the French Kongo. I went up the Mo- 
bangui river to Bangui. After going 
up the M’bolmu river I struck across 
country and later followed up the Kot- 
to river. It was in the territory around 
here that I staid. I was between the 
Upper Mobangui and the Wadai riv- 
ers, the latter being close to the Arab 
territory on the north. I was up near- 
ly to the eighth degree north latitude. 

“Of course 1 was in constant danger 
while I was mingling with the natives. 
It was a continual case of bluff. I had 
to make them think the ‘great white 
chief’ was a wonder. There was no 
other way to do. The people were sav- 

age, though not particularly treacher- 
ous. When I was not in danger from 
the savages, I was risking my neck ele- 
phant hunting. I hunted elephants as 
a business and at one time had about 
seven tons of ivory. Elephant hunting 
is not a sport there. The natives can- 
not do it. It takes daring and a strong 
constitution. 

“I not only owed my personal safety 
to my ability to talk the native tongue 
—and I mastered several of them—but 
I owed whatever success I attained to 
this also. Interpreters I found to be 
worse than useless. The African is like 
the Chinaman and other orientals. He 
will not tell the truth from preference. 
As soon as I would learn a language 1 
found that all I thought I had learned 
from native interpreters was a tissue 
of lies. However lax the native’s vir- 
tue may be as a truth teller, he is not 
such a fiend as he is painted in other 
ways. I cannot see how such impres- 
sions of African character have come 
out from Africa. 

“The Africans are cannibals, of 
course. They always have been. It is 
quite natural for them to eat human 
flesh, and only in some cases where 
they are forced to grow used to another 
sort of flesh diet do they ever give up 
cannibalism. In many ways 1 found 
them remarkably like the American 
Indians, yet they are more ae not

1. A new life cannot be made by 
patching the old. “No man putteth a 
piece of new garment upon an old,” 
else both are made useless.

I have no desire to try the new.” This 
is precisely the attitude of a false con- 
servatism. It is the attitude of many 
toward their lives. In the past their 
lives have been lived upon certain prin- 
ciples and with certain purposes in 
view. These may not have been the} 
best principles or the loftiest purposes. 
And yet they say: ‘The old is pleasant. 
It has done Mme in the past and is still 
good enough, and I will try no other, 
not even a better.” But this is a false 
attitude toward life. Its folly can 
often be seen in the business and com- 
mercial world, and it is just as foolish 
in the moral and spiritual world. Qual- 
ity, not age, should be the supreme test 
of the desirability of the principles and 
purposes of our lives. 

3. There is a proper relation between 
the old and new which all should strive 
to maintain. Christ likens His disci- 
ples to a householder “who bringeth 
faith out of his treasures, things new 
and old.” Old truths can be set forth 
in new lights, and new truths can be 
brought into proper accord with old 
ones. He who forgets the old will 
become a sensationalist and he who 
forgets the new a fossil. Let us keep 
the past and the future in their proper 
relations.

_ WINDOW SHADES. 


How to Prolong Their Usefulness. 
Decoration and Color. 

There may be rips in the slide cas- 
ings or the shades themselves may 
need turning upside down. By taking 
them off the rollers directions will be 
found in print pasted on the roller 
which will enable the housekeeper to 
make a change that will prolong the 
usefulness and freshness of the shade, 
though at the expense of a trifle of its 
length. The lower hem must be cut 
away to release the incased stick, the 
shade unrolled and the tiny tacks 
which attach it to the roller taken out 
and saved. 

Tak’ the shade top for the bottom 
by creasing a hem wide enough to hold 
the stick. Sew it on the machine 
after unscrewing the ring that holds 
the cord by which the shade is raised 
or lowered. Insert the stick in the 
new hem, screw in the ring and care- 
fully follew directions regarding tack- 
ing the shade to the roller. By rule 
and square see that the upper end is 
not only straight, but that it is at right 
angles with the sides, else the shade 
will be one sided and wabbly. Window 
shades are in better taste without a 
bottom fringe. They are for use, not 
decoration, and fringe only wears into 
tatters and rips with the least provoca- 
tion. Again, the housekeeper who un- 
derstands her business will never al- 
low a shade to be drawn down over an 
open window. Where privacy is need- 
ed either close the blind with the case- 
ment open or close the window and 
then draw down the shade; otherwise 
it will shortly become discolored and 


| broken. 
The color of shades is a matter of 
taste. A dark green is best for the 


| eyesight. When it can be afforded, it 
is well to have two sets, green shades 
inside of white or cream, especially 
in sleeping and sitting rooms having 
a southern exposure, says a writer who 
makes these recommendations in Good 
Housekeeping.

Oets That Travel. 
Get a head of wild oats and lay it on | 
the table overnight, first moistening 
the oats. Next morning you will dis- 
cover that the head of oats has crawled | 
off the table and likely enough has 
made tracks for the outside door. This 
peculiar gift of traveling lies in the 
spikes that extend from the coverings 
of the grains. As the moisture soaks 
into the head of oats it swells, and the 
spikes change position in such a way 
as to set the head to tumbling over and 
over sidewise. The larger and coarser 
varieties of wild oats have this power 
of locomotion developed to a remarka- 
ble degree, and even domestic oats will 
develop it if allowed by neglect to de- 
generate.

The Schweitzer system in regard to 
the milling operations is a return to 
the old system of millstones, with the 
exception that corrugated steel grind- 
ers take the place of the millstones of 
the olden days. These grinders are so | 
accurately adjusted as to admit of the| 
making of the finest flour while avoid- 
ing actual contact of the two grinding 
surfaces. The simplicity of the appa | 
ratus, its cheapness and the ease with | 
which it can be installed commend this | 
system particularly for domestic use | 
and for the supply of villages and small 
communities. Nevertheless it is capa- | 
ble of being operated on an extensive | 
scale, as is demonstrated by the large 
establishment at La Villette, Paris, | 
where more than 100,000 pounds of |} 
bread are made per day from flour not 
more than 24 hours old. 

Chemical analysis shows that the 


| flour made according to the Schweitzer 


system has more than twice as much | 
phosphate material as that made by 
the ordinary rolier process. The im- 
portance of this fact in respect of nu- 
trition should not be lost sight of, and 
we must admit that rvutrition, not 
whiteness of color, is the principal ob- 
ject of breadmaking.

Why the Committee Recom- 
mend Packard Lot. 


Large, Better Situated 
ald Less Expensive. 


City Has a Clear Title to Present 
Lot and Could Sell. 


The Committee on Public Buildings, 
to whom was recommitted Order No. 
222 relative to the purchase of a lot of 
land in Ward Two for school purposes, 
reported as follows: 

When the communication from the 
chairman of the School Committee, 
under date of August 30th, 1900, was 
before us, we recognized the fact that 
it was a matter which deserved the 
most careful consideration. After 
conferring with the Schoo] Committee 
and Superintendent of Schools, it 
seemed obvious that a twelve (12) room 
building would be needed to meet the 
demands of the near future. It was 
equally obvious that building of this 
size would require a lot at least double 
the area of the present one. 

The proposition which appealed most 
strongly to your Committee from 
motives of economy, was to purchase 
land adjoining the present site and 
thus secure a lot of sufficient size at 
least outlay. The premises were care- 
fully examined and inquiry and in- 
vestigation brought out the following 
facts. 

The Federhen estate on the west side 
of the present lot can be bought for 
$3,000, but the estate being in the 
hands of trustees, the city would be 
obliged to accept, fora term of years, 
a bond io lieu of a deed. The com- 
bined area of these two lots is about 
45,360 square feet, having a frontage on 
Washington street of 185 feet. If to 
this area is added that of the Hall and 
Baxter lands adjoining in the rear, we 
should then have a lot containing about 
80,000 square feet, of ample size, but 
of insufficient frontage, and in form 
poorly adapted to the purpose intended. 

The cost of this additional land 
would be $5,246.18, which price we 
were assured, was the lowest figure 
the owners would accept. 


After carefully weighing the advant- ! 


ages and disadvantages of adding to 
the old lot, several other sites were 
considered, with the result that the 
Packard lot was finally selected and its 
purchase recommended. 

When upon the report of the Finance 
Committee,the matter was recommitted 
to this committee, the subject was 
again taken up ina spirit of the ut- 
most impartiality and good nature.

ten months, during the construction of 
the new building, the additional out- 
lay of $550 would be necessary for a 
temporary heating plant and sheathing, 
while the building is on blocks. This 
makes the total cost, exclusive of the 
new building, $11,050, from which 
may be deducted $400, the amount 
offered by a responsible citizen for the 
old building. The net cost, therefore, 
for the site having an area of 52,658 
square feet is 510,050. 

In comparison, the following are the 
facts regarding the Packard lot:—Pur 
chase price for 67,100 square feet at 
about 9 cents per square foot, $6,000; 
grading, crowning side streets and 
setting edge stones on three streets, 
$2,500; total cost, $9.50; from which 
may properly be deducted the value of 
the old school property $3,400, leaving 
the net cost to the city of $5,100, a 
balance in favor of the Packard lot 
having an additional area of 14.442 
square feet of $5,550. 

For these, and other reasons apparent 
to all who have given the matter due 
consideration we believe that the best 
interests of the city and of the citizens 
of Ward 2 will be conserved, by the 
purchase, for the site of the proposed 
school building, of the Packard lot, 
and we recommend, therefore, the 
passage of the accompanying order.

Re- 
ports of disasters are coming in every 
moment, and Lo one can tell what the 
end will be. 

Hundreds of vessels hive been sunk, 
driven ashore or pounded to pieces on 
reefs aud ledges, 

The bpumber of lives lost cannot be 

approxituately estimated.  Re- 
ports of disasters are coming in every 
moment, but so extensive is the damage 
to wires that communication with many 
fections is wholly cut off. 

The southern coast of England and 
all along the coast of Wales las suffered 
severely.

A New Year's Cake.
